Present claims 90-91 rely entirely on a functional feature for defining 
the scope of protection. The functional test involves testing whether a 
test compound interacts with a second undefined compound (identified by 
the method of claim 87) interacting with the polypeptide of claim 1, 
competitively displacing it. The claims cover compounds having this 
characteristic or property, whereas the application provides support 
within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and disclosure within the meaning of 
Article 5 PCT for only a very limited number of such compounds.
